The churches, which 
exist for the purpose of dealing with 
matters of conscience, are quite within 


their rights in discussing the merits or 
demerits of religious views of menbers of 
their own or other churches.

If they do not abide by that law, 
they may expect to be treated 
exactly as others who do not. 
But no prejudice should be excited 
against them on account of religious 
beliefs, which some people think 
must lead to a violation of our 
criininal code. As settlers they 
could not be improved upon. ‘They 
have been an example, so far as 
industry is concerned, to the whole 
of the rest of the country. ‘Those 
who have come into touch with them 
have found them an open-hearted 
generous and hospitable people. 
In no part of the province is law 
and order better maintained For 
the benefit of those churchmen who 
are criticizing them, it might be 
pointed out that in the Mormon 
district the liquor traffic is under 
complete prolnbition. Several 
Mormons are taking a prominent 
part in public affairs and are show- 
ing themselves men of distinct 
ability, who are capable of render- 
ing the most useful service.

“The 
big rancher will give place to the 
small farmer wherever irrigation 
can reach the land and where irri- 
gation cannot be obtained the pas- 
turage will be for smaller ranchers 
who will care for their flocks and 
herds more carefully than was pos- 
sible by the man with vast areas 
and great herds under his control. 
The present system of big ranches 
with thousands of cattle only gives 
employment to a hand-full of men, 
and the land yields but a very 
small percentage of the profit it 
might if brought under cultivation. 
There is room, Mr Whyte pointed 
out, for thousands of prosperous 
families on those southern ranches 
where only scores of bachelors now 
gain a livelihood, 

Spring threshing, which is some- 
thing unique in Alberta, is starting 
in some districts in the 
part of the province, which were | 
caught by the early snow, says the - 
Lethbridge Herald. I. Harker of 
Magrath reports that threshing | 
started there Monday, about one 
quarter of the crop having been 
left stacked.

Spring Coulee reports a consider- 
able quantity of wheat not stacked, | 
which at most shows a mere discol- 
oration. Some fields of standing: | 
oats were sold in the hard weather 
to ranchers who turned their cattle 
into the crop when other fodder 
was not to be had, but those far- 
mers who kept their oats apparently | 
have suffered no loss.

It is not intended to compel | 
a tan to tse good seed, but to help to! 
enable him to do so if he wishes. 

Clhiuse 3 of the Act is the one of most 
interest to ths Alberta farmer. It forbids 
the selling or offering for sale as seed, 
atly seeds of cereals, grasses, clovers or ! 
forage plants that contain any seed of : 
wild mustard, tuinbling mustard, hares’ 
ear mustard, ball mustard, stink weed,

There are two other prohibitory clauses 
viz, dand 6. These refer to timothy, 
red clover, and alsike clover only. 
Clause -L forbids the selling of any of 
these three kinds of seeds marked as No. 
1 or withany mark naming of first quality 
unless they are free from seeds of the 
above named weeds, and also free from 
secds of white cockle, night flowering 
catehfly, false flax, Canada thistle, Ox-cye 
daisy, curled dock, blue weed or ribgrass, 
and contain out of every one hundred 
seeds not less than ninety nine of the kind 
named or of other harmless and useful 
grasses and clovers, ninety of which must 
be germninable. 

Clause 6 forbids the selling or offering 
for sale for use in Canada any seed of 
timothy, alsike or red cover which con- 
tains the weeds previously mentioned ina 
greater proportion than five per thousand 
In average samples five per thousand 
would mean about 1,600 per tb. of red 
Clover, 3,806 per Ib. of alsike clover, 6,500 
per Ib. of timothy. ‘The saleof such seed 
for export is not forbidden. 

The further clauses of the Act provide 
for the penalties, the method of taking 
samples, the appointinent: and) impower- 
ing of inspeetors and of the official seed 
analyst, and for the method of putting 
the Act into operation, 

Seeds will be examined free of charge 
at the seed laboratory at Ottawa and also 
at Calgary,

TN. HW. Woonrorp. 


Thos TH, Woolford was born on 
the 9th of November, 1856, in the 
parish of Ramsbury, Cotinty of 
Wiltshire, Mngland, and what little 
schooling he had was between the 
ages of six and ten at the public 
school which was none too good, 
At the age of ten he went to work 
on a farm as a plow boy and con- 
tinued to work as such on different 
farms untill October 22, 18638, when 
he set sail for America with a com- 
pany of Mormons, about 800 strong, 


| and landed in New York November 
15th, 1878. He travelled to Salt 
Lake City and landed, not with the 
proverbial bandana but with only 
25 cents in his pocket, with his 
journey not ended by 60 miles, he 
was heading for a place called Payson 
and stayed there during the winter 
of 1874 and until July 12th of the 
same year, ‘Then he moved to 
Cache Co., Utah, to a place called 
Smithfield, and remained until April 
1890, when he was called by the 
officials of the Mormon Church to 
go on a mission to the British Isles, 
and accepted and labored in Eng- 
land until January 80th, 1892, 
travelling through Berkshire, Wilt- 
shire, Hampshire and Essex Count- 
ies. He also labored in London 
for a time. He was released to 
return home on January 80th and 
arrived back in Smithfield, Utah, 
on the 22nd of February, 1892. 

He then went back to work on the 
farm and remained there until the 
[fall of 1898. ‘Then he came to 
Canada to look around to see what 
the prospects were to get a farm, 
He was only in Southern Alberta a 
few weeks when he concluded that 
this was a land of promise and had 
a great future before it. Mr.Wool- 
ford then returned to the South, 
sold out his possessions and return- 
ed to Southern Alberta with his 
family in the spring of 1899. Since 
that time he has raised bumper 
crops of wheat, oats and barley, 
besides vegetables every year, with 
the exception of the season of 1905, 
when he was hailed out clean and 
clear about ten days before harvest. 
Mr. Woolford thinks he is safe in 
saying that had he been able to 
Harvest the said crop that was hail- 
ed out it would have yielded the 
highest average per acre of any 
crop he las grown since he came to 
Alberta, which wonld be saying a 
great deal. Mr. Woolford's crop 
in [206 yielded oT bushels of wheat 
and Tl bushels of oats per acre 
Without irrigation, Mr. Woolford 
is, besides Vice-President of the 
Alberta Association, a 
Director in Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association, President of 
the Cardston Branch of the Alberta
